U. S. Wheat Growers | 
Have Plans To 


Revive Wheat Pool 


Washington.-A strong movement | 


for revival of the United States grain 
corporation to pool the wheat of the 
country and purchase it as in the war 
period, is on among United States 
wheat growers, Not only is senti- 
ment for. this reflected in the agricul- 
tural conference at present in session, 
but petition§ for legislation are reach- 
ing Congress from wheat States.

New Swine Policy 


National System of Grading. Hogs for 
: Marketing Instituted / 

The Dominion Department of Agri- 
culture is taking immediate a:tion to 
give effect to the national swine policy 
outlined at the conference of produc- 
| ers, packers and agricultural officials, 
theld at Ottawa last November, accord- 
ing to a statement issued by the de- 
partment. 

All hogs. marketed ‘at public. stock 

yards and abattoirs on and after May 
1 next, will be sold according to 
official grades in which a minimum 
{premium of ten per cent. will be re- 
cognized for select bacon hogs. The 
grading will be performed under the 
direction-of the -Dominion livestock 
branch, according to standards ac- 
| ceptable to producers and the trade. 

It is stated that an expert will 

make a special study ‘of the bacon 
industry in relation ‘to the export 
trade, and of the requirements : of 
Great Britain in particular. A per- 
manent board of trade, consisting of 


the producers, and of the Dominion 
Department of Agriculture, is’*to be 
appointed to study the various prob; 
lems relating to the production and 


‘ marketing of hogs and hog products, 


paying> special attention té supply 
and demafAd in yelation to prices in 
the home and foreign markets. Re- 
gulations respecting the grading of 
hogs are now. in the course of pre- 
paration. 


Developing Grain of Wheat 


In One Year a Single Grain Produced 
322,000 

An experiment to show the fecuh- 
| dity of a grain of wheat has just been. 
concluded at. the Official School of Ag- 
‘riculture at Vallodolid, Spain, with the 
| result that one grain produced in a 
year 322,000 grains. 

At the end of July 100 grains were 
sown separately. At the end of Sep- 
tember the grains had developed an 
average of 12 shoots each. These 
were cut and transplanted and by the 
end of October each ‘cutting furnished 
an average of eight shoots, which pro- 
duced sixty-five. ears each, and each | 
ear gave an average of fifty grains. 
| A simple multiplication sum shows 
| that each of the origina! grains plant- 

ed reproduced itself 12 by 8 to 65 by 
| 50, making a total of 322,000 grains, .
